School Budget 
Up for '59-1

Although it appears that 
Torrance schools will need a 
$9.75 million operating budget 
next year, there are a number 
of "if's" in the financing of 
this sum, Superintendent J. H. 
Hull said this week.

Rising costs and higher en­ 
rollment will increase next 
year's school budget, he said. 
To maintain the present school 
program in the face of these 
increases, he said, would re­ 
quire:

1. At least a $19 million in 
crease in Torrance's assessed 
valuation.

2. Approval of Governor 
Brown's budget, as it presently 
stands, with some increases In

.in the amount of state support
\>er pupil. 

^ 3. An additional 8.5 cents of 
the override tax authorized by 
the voters in 1955.

However, Torrance may have 
to raise salaries or its staff to 
keep up with other districts 
and with the cost of living, he 
said. Since about 85 per cent 
of the school budget goes for 
employe salaries, officials are 
eyeing the budget to find way; 
to stretch the school dollar.

The school financial picture 
for Torrance is cloudy, he said 
Officials are trying to avoid 
collecting all of the 75-cen 
override tax, because to do s< 
might leave the district in i 
financial hole the following 
school year if no new taxei 
were authorized.
